TISE AGAINST FHE 
Frieſt.hood and Sacrifice 
of the Church of Rome, 


D He Pope and his clergie doe ſtiffe- 
722 ly aftrme and goe about to maine- 
3/4 taine, that they bee Prieſts , and 
7228 thatir is an holy Pricſthood which 
CEay they have: even the Prieſthood 
C54 of the New Teftamnes Further 
alſo they boaſt, thatthe ſacrifice which they offer, 
is the ſonne of God himſelte, even Chriſt Ieſus, 
God and man, ficſh, bloud, and bone, as he was 
borne of the blefled Virgin. We onthe contrary 
affirme that they be very Baalamites,and not Prieſts 
of the New Teſtament: and that their ſacrifice is 
not the ſonne of God, bur the ſtinking and Idola- 
trous ſacrifice of CAntichriſf, Who ſhall be belce- 
ved? we or they? Ler neither of both for our 
ſelves have any creattatall, For what is man, thar 
he ſhould have any credits Let neither of us be 
our owne Iudge , forthen there would be partia- 
lity : Burler God onely ſtrike the ſtroke , let him 
alone pronounce the ſentence , let that part be cre- 
dized which hath his witneſſe and ecſtiyro1iye When 


he ſpeaketh, leranan keepe filence : When he pro- 


nounceth ſentence, let the mouth of all cſh be ſhur

vp: For who ſhall reply againſt the words of his 

mouth, which are in pertc&t trueth and wiſedome 2 
His tcſtimony' hath he expreſſcly'fer downe in the 
ſacred Scrip:ures, his voycec hath he there uttercd, 
to declare his perfet minde and will: Let them 
be brought forth, and heard, ſearch them, for ſo 
arc ye willed, Crave the true underſtanding at his 
haniis, whois the oncly teacher, If by them it 
be manifeſtly proved unto you, that the popiſh 
Pricſts be not the Prieſts of the New Teſtament, 
nor their ſacrifice the ſonne of God, then ler men 
no longer doubr, bur thar all their whole worſhip 
is idolatrous and Antichriſtian, For if their prieſt. 
hood and facrifice, which are the two peincipall 
things be awry, what can be good in them? Ler 
us come tothe cr14]l of the marter. And firſt in ge- 
nerall (which they deny not) che word doth teach, 
that che dignity, privilege , and office of the holy 
Pricſt , isco approch into the preſence of God, to 
offcr giftes, and ſacrifice, and to make requeſt 
and ſupplicarion for the people. The neceſſiry of 
this office doth come from the profancſſe and im- 
puri:y of men. All men are uncteane finners, God 
15 mo{t pure and holy,and doth perfectly hate finne: 
An for the ſame cauſe he doth cutſe and rejc all 
_ thoſe which are polluted therewith. They can not 
approch, nor inJure his preſence,before whom no- 
thing unclcane can ſtand, The prayers which come 
from them cannot be heard, being the praycrs of 
ſinners, and therefore nor cleanc. No gift can be 
accepted attheir hands.to make any reconcilement 
ot to get any tavour, they and all rheirs are ſtill re- 
jeed, 


jeRed,; they muſt ej:her have ſome other todo ir 
forthem.,, orclſe for ever remaine ſtill out of fa- 
your,and be utterly caſt away in ercrnall perdition, 
He char ſhall do it, muſt be without ſpor or finne, 
and therefore among all the ſounes of THdam, on- 
ly leſws Chriſt is tound worthy and able to exc cute 
this office. For if we reſpe& this great worke of 
reconciliation berweene God and mcn, we fhaſ[l 
finde that alone he hath wrought ic, and therefore 
is the onely Pricſt of God. None other canin ſuch 
conſideration be called Prieſts, Iris true in deede 
that Avov and his ſonnets were conſecrated and 
made Pricſts, and did execute rhe Miniſtery of the 
Prieſthood 1n the Temple: Bur yet as thwvr facri- 
fices did nor, nor could not tac away finne, being 
bur ſhadowes and the reſemblance of the ſacrifice 
of Chriſt, ſo alſo they were not ſacrifices in deede, 
bur {o called, for that rhey were the pacterne of that 
which is the true ſacrifice, The ſame is to be ſaid 
of the Prieſts, that they were no Oo her Prieſts, bur 
in figure, becauſe they did refemble Chriſt, who 
alone is a Prieſt in truth. Thoſe ocher Pricſts were 
ſc parated from the people, and conſecrated to the 
ſervice oi the Temple, The cheite of rhem mighe 
enter into the moſt holy place, and come betore 
the Arche of the covenant and the mercy leate, and 
there offcr with bloud ro make r: co ciliation. 
They bare the names of the tribes ot Tiracl, and ſo 
reſcnted them befare the Lord. But yer all was 
_ a ſhadow, ro dire the eycs of their, fuich unco 
Chriſt: fur theſe Prieſts could not waſh away 
finne, they couldnot bring mcn into heaven, and 
B 2 therefore 
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therefote when'he came, which is the Prieſt in. 
deede, and which doth accompliſh thattwhich was 
by them bur reſembled : then all thoſe ſhadowes 
did ceaſe and give plact.He cominueth a Prieſt for 
ever. He hath perteRly wrought the worke of re- 
conciliation, and brought meh! imo favour with 
God. For with the ſacrifice of his body he hath 
rarſomed them , and wit! his bloud he hath pur- 
ped away their finnes wich full ſatisfaQtien, and 
his prayers have beene accepred: He hath recei- 
ved honour and power to fave for ever all thoſe 
whom he doth ſan@ific. Now the queſtion is, 
whether any can be joyned with him in this office, 
and be partakers wi:h him i this high digoity, as 
to offcr up to God the ſame ſacrifice which he 
offered . Forth is withourall controverfie, that 
ſuch 4s dochallEhge a coparenerſhip with him in 
offring the ſacrifice, and gift which he did offer,do 
alſo challenge a fellowſhip with hit in the dignity 
and glory of the Prieſthood by which he did offer 
it, For was not the grearglory of his Prieſthood 
\n this, that he off:ed himſelfe in ſacrifice unto his 
father 2 ſhall not thoſe then which do the ſame 
thing receive the ſame honour and glory therfore? 
Thus we fee that when as none could be found 
worthy in heavtn aud earth, but onely the Lambe, 
Revelat.s, yer every greafie ſhaveling will have 
fellowſhipand glory wich him, even in the hight 
part of his oftice. Lord how long wilt thou ſpare? 
looke downe 4n4 yifite the blaſphemy of rhe wic- 
ked Br/a#,upon him, and upon the heard and route 
of hi> aorncd ſhavelings, They ſay they be Priefts, 
doubtlcſle 


doubtleſſe 'then-are rhey. metiators.of the'New 
Teſtament's Forthe Teſtament 4nd cho Peieſt-are Chit onerÞ 
joyned together, the P:i:1t of the New Teſta; the erielt © 
ment 15 the mediarour-ofthe New Teſtament. For —— - 
Chriſt is compared with Aron and: his-ſannes, to

$. 6. The excellency of the miniſtery of 4470 and 
his ſonnes, was according to the worthinefle vfthe 
Teſtament, whereof they were the Mediators, Bur. 
thermore, they could not have that honourico be 
Pricſts;'or mediators of thar Teſtament ,- wherein 
\ there was bur the ſhadow of (good things to come, 
\-Heb. 10. 1. unleſle it had beenegivonthem ot God: 
as it isexpreſled, Heb, 5 . where he ſpeakerh of that 
Pricſttiood of the lawe, which hath now. ceaſed, 
Secing none could havethis honaur to:bea Pricſt 
of the old Teſtament, but fuch-as were called of 
Godas was Aaron: then how muck lefle ſhall any 
be partakers of rhis dignity 'wich-the ſonne of. God

Now, 
although this is ſufficient to proove their prieſt- 
hoodto be counter fair, that they can ſhew no. cal- 
ling in the word, nor no mention that any one of 


|| the Apoſtles was a prieſt, or.that any nin ſhould 
' have ſuch honour : yer romake the matter more 


evident, I will ſhew by further reaſons, that their 
prieſthood is ſuch, that it-catinot ſtand with the 
prieſthood of Chriſt. We all know, that rhe Lord 
ſwore that his ſon:1e ſhbuld ariſe up a Prieſt for ever 
after the order of Melch:ſedech, Pſal, 110. Then if it 
fill out, .as it thalbe manifeſtly ſhewed, that-the 
Prieſthood of the Papacy is direRly contrary unto

King.of Salem bronghrt 
foorth bread and wine, which was allo .a prr-'{t of 
the moſt 1igh God, And he blefſed. him, faying, 
Blefled be _45ram of the molt high Gud, poſlcitor 
of heaven and earth, anJbleticd-bethe moſt Ligh 
God, whicy hath delivered thine. adverſaries into 
thin: hand, 'and he gave him rytheof all. This 
man was greater than che Patriarch Abrahars, as it 
is pcoved by two reafons,: H#eb7.4:7.;thcione that 
Abraham paid him tithes: The ether; char he blefſed 
Abraham. Then : Moſes writing ot-ſfo: great a man 
no: mentioning farher nor: muther;,;nor kindred, | 
beginning, nor cad of his life 5; alkibough:he-had a * 
father and a mother, and kinred ,»and; had:both a 
beginning and an end : yer becauſe Hoſes menti- 
oneth not any of thele, it is faid, that he was with- 
out tather, without beginning of dayes,. and wich- 
out end of life, as tho »gh he were one that had ſud- 
denly come downe from heaven. : When ir is ſaid, 
that he was a Prieſt of the moſt high God, no mcn- 
tion .made;of any annoymiag, of any miniſtring 
garments,of any.temple, altar; or ſacrifice, not yer 
of any thatdid ſucceed him, it is gathered that he 
doth continue a prieſt for ever. 'And moreover, 
that in his Pricſthood all things are ſpiricuall and 
tullofendles power. By this argument, the holy 
Ghoſt proveth Heb, 7. ver. 16. 17. 18+ that the 
pricſthood of the Levites was abrogate, and could 
not ſtand with the Priefthood of Chriſt, ſecing it 
could give no ſtrength nor furtherance ' therero : 
for the one being ſpirituall; and according to the 
power of rhe lifc that is not difſolyed, the other, =

eMelchiſedech , ſeeing it is as contrary unto it as 
was that of Aaron e The order of Mel, hiſedech is 
gathered out of the deſcription of Moſes to be with. 
out any annoynring with oyle, without garmcnts 
for the miniſtration , without Tabernacle, with- 
out Altar, without ſacrifice, without any earth] 

thing, And why 2 becauſe his order is ſpirtuall, 
and thereforeall chings thereto belonging muſt be 
ſpiri:uall. iris eternall and full of endles power, 
and therefore nuthing which appertaineth to the 
exccution thereof muſt be tranſirory and weake, 
For ſhall an earthly Temple, an Alrar of ſtone, gar= 
ments of filke, or of any coriuptible rhing be fir ro 
be joyned wichthat priſthood which ts everlaſting? 
There is no doubr, bur thatevery thing for the exe» 
Ccution of the office, mult be agreable unto the na« 
ture of the Pricſthood it ſelfe : and therefoie as 
there is norhing mentioned in Melhiſedech thar is 


carnall, ſoalſo we fee thar our Lord Ieſus Chriſt, a 
/ Pricſt after that order hath execured thar funRion 
* *withour any ſuch things conſecrated therunto. How 


ſhall the Papiſts then which have their prieſthood 
exccuted alrogether in ſuch things as berranficory, 
challenge to be of that order with our Saviour, 
wherein as the Prieſthood is heavenly and eternall, 
ſo arc all things thereto belonging. 
Bt peradyenture ye will fay : Melchiſedech was 2 
Prieſt, & he offred ſacrifice to God as other pricſts 
at that time. Wherfore ſhould ir then be garhered 
that there was no carnal thing in ſubſtace belonging 
tothe cxecurion of his funRion 2 He had an Altar, 
he had beaſts to offer , and no doubt did offer. 
_ -: . —_ 
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I Anſwere thatalbeit Me/chiſedech did execut the 
prieſts office, after the manner of other pricſts, yet 


that is nothing to the purpuſe. For the order of his * 


prieſthood is gathered «ut of that deſcript ion of 
Moſes 11 which there is no mentionot ſuch things, 
We are notto doubt bur that he had father and mio- 
ther , that he was borneas an other man, and al- 

{o had an end of his dayes : Neverthcl ſe, becauſe 

thoſe things are lefr out, .he is brought in as one 
which never had beginning, and that neyer had cnd, 


{ butcontinueth a prieſt tor ever. Inlike ſort, how- 

{ ſoeverat any time he exccuted the office of a pricſt, 

, as others did : yet becauſe there is no. ſuch thing 
/ expreſſed, and that which is expreſſed, is that, 


wherein he is likened uttothe Sonn- of Gud, tis 
ſaid , that he was a prieſt aftcr another order, and 
that there was nothing carnall in his p.i. ſtood, 
Thercfore we are to conclude, that the. prieſthood 
of the new teſtament having nothing in it that is car= 
nall, the pricſthuo.1 of the pipacy being and cue 
ſiting alroge ther of things carnall, and ſuch as were 
alſorhc inventions of mens it muſt needes follow, 
that they are norprieſts of any teſtament of God, 
bur .he pricſts of Antichriſt. Further, let it becon» 
fidcred, thar a pricſt muſt ariſe after che order of 
Melchiſ-dechthat ſhall ſo continue for ever: For the 
ercrnail Sonne of God was reſembled by Metch, ſe- 
dech in that he is brought in without any CE 
The concinuance alſo of his office for ever, 11 that 
there is nothing ſaid of his death nor of any that 
did ſucceede t:im. This then being maniteſt, what 
impudent wreiches are thoſe which being moreall 
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men,” that hiv? an ind , dare ſo'blafphemouſly 
boaſt, thar they bc Prietts af rthe order of Mes 
chifedech £ how ſhall chey cver be able to anſwere 
un;orthis 2 The Prieſt of the new Teſtament is af« 
ter the order of Melchiſedech, that is ro ſay, a Prieſt 
for cy:r , withour beginning, without end, with- 
out any tofſucceede him : Their prieſthood hatha - 
beginning , it hath anend, they have thoſe that do 
ſricceed one after another. If this bea material 
poynrin 'that order of prieſthood which Chriſt 
thould be after, asnone ualeſfe his forchead be of 
braſſe dare deny , that it ſhculd be for ever : What 
a childiſhnes were it for any man tothinke that the 
=—__ 20d of the papacy is the ſame when it doth 
ile in that which is cfſcntiall £ For they dye and 
cometoancnde. Are notthele contrary rhe one to 
the other, rocontinue'a pricſt forever as Melchrſe- 
dech in figure, and Chrifl indeed, and to be prieſts 
for cereaine yeares, and thentoceaſe by reafon of 
death 2 Arc nqt then the prieſts made at Rowe Con. 
trary tothis order, - yea, as contrary as light is unto 
darkeneſſe, or as heaven isunto hell £ And muft ir 


. nor ſtill fo'low , rhar ſecing they be no pricſts of 


the old Teſtament, nor can not be pricſs of the 


; New, urothe which their order is contrary, that 


their prieſthood may be as good as the prieſthood 
of Bal , and berter it cannor be « For if ic be noe 
of God. is itnot chen of the Div-ll 2 Let al} erue 
Chriſti :as therefore behold with dereftation this 
hclliſh facritedge of the Romiſh biſhop, who de- 
iy aPrieft a'terrhe 4jv-lls order, yet faicrh, heis 
ater the ordes of Melchiſedech, Moreover it is voſhe 

| noe, 
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noted , which rhe holy Ghoſt fayerh, #6. 7. ver, 


; 26. thar ſuch an high prieſt it became us ro haye, 


as was holy , haggneleiſe, unſported, feparate from 


+ finnes, and made higher than the heavens. Fhis 


ſetrech foorth the purity, and alſo the high dignic y 
which of neccffiry are required inthat pricft, thar 
ſhall deale 1n our cauſe ro bring us to Gd. For if 
he wrre a finner himfclfe, how ſhould he come un- 
to God ? Ithe were {potted with any uncleannes, 
how ſhould he pujchafe favour tor vthers ? leeing 
he ſhould himfelte be our of favour. If he were nn- 
holy, how ſhould he ſanRify ard make holy thoſe 
whom he doth preſentunto God ? In like fort it is 
to be weighed, how great that man muſt be of ne- 
ceflicy, that is to enter everumo the thron-' of glory 


{ andthere abide, as one able ro ſave all rhac come 


' unto God by him. For thus he muſt be made 
' higher thanthe heavens, and aboue all creatures in 


the heavens- Foralbcir the holy and bleſſed angels 


| be ſeparate from finners, and be alſo about the 


throne of God, yet none of them hath this glory 
to be made higherthan the heavens , none of them 
then can have rhe honour of the pricſthood , tO ob- 
eaine pardon of finnes for the Church, that glory 
and power being reſcrved onely tothe Sonne who 
is farre aboue principallities and powers. Such a 
pricft as this muſt bring vs that are baſe and fiofull 
wretches unto God, inhim we muſt be ſanRified; 
in him we muſt obtaine favour, in him we muſt be 
hcard, char i ſo high in favour, that no requeſd 
ean be deniedhim, In him wemuſt be ſave who 
hath reocived all power and acboricy bock in bea- 
{5 on _"Y yenand 


vcr & carth,and Lveth for ever. What fouler beaft- 
lineſle then can there be than this, that finfull, unho- 
ly; and baſe wormes of the earth, ſhould challenge 
unto themſclues to be Prieſtes of the New Teſtament? 
yea, that ſuch filly .4ſſes, as are ſcarce fit ro keepe 
(wine, will yet have that office, that the g/or:e, honor, 
and power of; is abuuc the Angels, ler all men judge 


now ofthis concluſion. The Prefs of che New Te- 
Hament, is pure and holy, ſeparated from ſinners, made 


higher than the heavens, The POPE and allhis 
broode are ſi.full whoremcngers; thecues and mur- 
therers,baſe and vile wretches of the carih, farre off 
from being higher thenthe heavens, T here foretheir 
pricſtLo-d is not the pricſthood of the New Teſta- 
ment. There is alſo another notable difference be- 
tweene the old prieſthood and the newe : that thoſe 
former did miniſter in carth, in a Tabernacle made 
wi h hands, which had no enduring ſubſtance: This 
latter is centred intothe Sar@naric of Heaven, and 
there doth execute the Prieſts office , he doth not a- 
ny thing in ancarthly ſanctuurie. For why es His 
Priefthead is heavenly and eternall,; his Tabcrnacle 
muſt be agreeable unto the ſame, And it is laid that 
if he were one earch he could not be 4 Prie#t, wh. le thoſe 
Prieftes d1d Hand which were after the Law, Heb, $ .,, 
For althou .h our Lord were a Prie# indeed when he 
was vgen carth,and did offer the ſacrifice of his bo.
